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2023 NSMC Overview 


College Broadcasters Inc. hosted the 2023 National Student Media Convention 
(NSMC) in Orlando, Florida from October 18-21 at the Rosen Plaza Hotel. 
Over four days, attendees listened to more than 25 media professionals and 
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across the country. 


NSMC 2023 culminated on Saturday with the presentation of the National 
Student Production Awards, honoring the best student work in media production 
across 33 categories. Judges reviewed more than 900 total entries before 
honoring finalists and one winner in each category. 


CBI recognized two individuals for their outstanding commitment to student 
media. Dr. Charles “Chuck” Bailey, Professor of Journalism and Mass 
Communication and long-time faculty manager of WMUL at Marshall University, 
earned this year’s Dave Black Excellence in Advising Award. David Oxenford, 
partner with Wilkinson Barker Knauer LLP, won the Joel Willer Award, which 
recognizes individuals for their exceptional dedication and service to student 
media through CBI.
